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EDUCATION IN POLITICS 

ial Set 
It is generally true that the people who do the 
most criticising of politicians, of the way our political 
parties are conducted and the way our government 1s 
run are the ones who take the least interest in funda- 
mental politics themselves. The only way of course, 
that politics can be made better and government im- 
proved is by educating more people in politics and in- 
ducing them to take more interest in the great Ameri- 
can game. AP ae 
In a recent magazine article no less a personage 
than Chief Justice William H. Taft expressed the 
hope that the day may be soon come when the young 
men and the young women of the United States will 
take a greater interest in politics and will be encour- 
aged to become real politicians in the best sense of 
the word. Judge Taft is aware that some of the best 
people in the: different American communities have 
little, if anything to do wath politics so that guch mat- 
ters are continually left to the professional politicians. 
Now the professional politicians may be pretty good 
fellows but they need the support and co-operation of 
the real construction people of the country. 
When the politician fails to live up to expec- 
tations, there is a loud complaint from the press and 


have failed to exercise all their duties as citizens and 
disappointment is naturally the result. 

Why not have educational training in politics as 
well as in other branches of public effort?» The youth 


have been told that there is more money and more 
honor in business and the other professions. Perhaps
